Both the Cleveland 
and the anti-Cleveland men claim it, and 
the latter are quite bouyant tonight over 
their victory in Goochland, where a solid 
anti-Cleveland delegation was elected, 
notwithstanding the fact that President 
Guy, of the Cleveland club, and Mr. C. V. 
Meredith, one of their district candidates, 


& went up from this city and took an 


active part in the fight. 
- They Are All for Hill. 

All of the delegates elected there are 
for Hill except one, and he is in favor 
ef Morrison, of Illinois, but prefers Hill 
to Cleveland. Fairfax and Culpepper both 
send strong anti-Cleveland delegations, 
making the eighth district—in which Sen- 
ator Barbour resided—certain against 
Cleveland. The first district is in doubt, 
but the Intest information received here 
indicates that on a test vote Hill will 
probably prove stronger than the ex-presi- 


dent. 
Tiow the Vote Stands. 


As matters now stand Cleveland has 
only three out of the ten districts certain, 
the seventh, ninth and tenth, whereas 
those opposed to him already have five 
and are confident of six.

SENATOR BARBOUR’S FUNERAL. 


impressive Ceremonies in the United State 
, Senate Chamber. 

Washington, May 16.—Today, for the 
second time within less than six months, 
the United States senate was called npou 
to mourn the loss of one of its membsts, 
and to pay a last tribute of respect to the 
memory of the late Senator John S. Bar- 
bour, of Virginia. 7 

About an hour before noon tlie reniains 
of the deceased senator were brought to 
the capitol from his home near by, where 
they had been watched over during the 
might by a guard of senate employes, and 
deposited in the chamber. The body was 
enclosed in a black cloth-covered casket 
devoid of silver ornaments, save a plain 
silver plate, bearing the following inscrip- 
tion: “John S. Barbour, Born December 
29. 1820. Died May 14, 1892.” | 

A detail from the capitol police ‘stood 
guard over the remains until the services 
began in the senate, and the doors leading 
to the marbie room were closed to risitors. 

Arrangements in the Senate, 

The chamber was arranged for the cere- 
monies in the usual manner, seats béing 
arranged for the cabinet, the supreme 
court, the house of representatives, the 
general commanding the army, the diplo- 
matic corps, the senior admiral. of the navy 
and the commissioner of the District of 
Columbia. The chair occupied last Friday 
by the dead senator was draped in black. 

The chaplain’s opening prayer had only 
one direct allusion to the occasion—a ren- 
dering of thanks “for the true and faithful 
life spared so long.” 

Immediately after the journal of Friday 
last was read, Mr. Kenna roge and, in the 
absence of Mr. Daniel, of Virgihia, (ab- 
sent on account of sickness), announced ‘in 
i remarks the death of Senator Bar- 

ur. 

Mr. Kenna closed by offering the usual 

resolutions of sorrow and respéct and for 
the appointment of a committee to accom- 
pany the remains to their final resting 
place at Poplar Hill. . 
_.The. resolutions_...were..adopted>.and the 
following senators appointed as the con- 
mittee: Messrs. Daniel, Kenna, Gorman, 
Walthall, Carlisle, Stewart, McMillin, Cul- 
lom and Washburn. 

The senate then took a recess till 12:30 
o’clock. 

The Funeral Services. 


When the senate reconvened, crowds bad 
filled all the galleries except the diplomatic 
gallery. On the clerk’s desk were two gilt 
candelabra, in each of which were. thrée 
lighted candles, and between them stood & 
brass crucifix about fifteen inches high, for 
although the dead senator,was nota pro- 
fessed member of any church or denomini- 
tion. his wife had been a Catholic, and the 
religious ceremonies were to conducted 
at the request of the family by Bishop 
Keane. rector of the Catholic university. 
This was the first occasion in the memo 
of the oldest officers of the senate whe 
Catholie clergy officiated in such a manner 
in the senate. That fact had much to do 
with the presence of such a large concaurse 
of spectators. 

‘At five minutes before 1 o'clock Captain 
Bassett, the ancient doorkeeper, announced 


“the arrival of the speaker and the house of 


representatives, and the members of that 
body, headed by Speaker Crisp and Clerk 
Kerr, entered the senate chamber and took 
places assigned them on the democratic 
side of the chamber. ; ig: 

The next arrival announced wag that 
the chief justice and justices of the sh- 
preme court. The members of the cabinet, 
headed by Secretaries Blaine and Foster 
next entered and took the chairs reserve 
fot them. President Harrison himself being 
absent from the city. The cabinet was 
followed by the diplomatic corps, the met- 
bers of which took seats behind the justices 
of the supreme court. Then some members 
of the family of the dead senator—three 
ladies and three gentlemen, in deep mourn- 
ing—came in and took their seats. Last of 
all came the coffin, borne by capitol police- 
men and preceded by members of the 
committees. of the two houses, wearing 
white scarfs. These were followed by aco- 
lytes. .robed in white and bearing lighted 
candies, who preceded about a dozen 
priests. The spectacle was a very striking 
and impressive one. While the fumes from 
the censor rose in the air, Father ©. Gil- 
lespie, S. J., rector of the church of St. 

Aloysins, read prayers for the dead. His 
assistants were: Fathers Smith, Mandalar,: 
Walter, Dolan, Delaney,. McCann and 
Brosnan. and all present on the floor-stood 
up as the prayers were recited. Then 
Bishop Keane, wearing the purple robes of 
his office, took his stand at the,foot of the 
coffin to deliver the funeral sermon, and 
as he did so, the priests and choristers ar- 
ranged themacives by = side and the 
spectators took their seats. . 

"The bishop’s sermon was delivered in a 
round, sonorous voice, and, with all the 
graces and emotions of a great nipit orator, 
was listened to in breathless silence by the 
immense audience, comprising the most 
tinguished public men of the lapd. It was 
a grand and impressive scene one which 
will not soon fade from the memory of any 
of those who witnessed it. >. | 

At its close the coffin was borne out of the 
chamber by the strong arms of the capitol 
policerren and was followed in due order by 
members “of the cabinet, justices of the su- 
preme court, members of the. diplomatic 
corps and members of the house of represen- 
tatives.. Senators and others accompanied 
the funeral procession to the late residence 
éf the dead senator, and when the senate Te- 
assembled, it “oe aed to adjourn, which it

Mr. Cleveland himself, and thousands of 
the ex-president’s admirers, doubt success 
with him again. 


I had a talk today with a democratic | 


congressman who is recognized as the 
most partisan Cleveland man in the 
house. 

“T am against Hill,” said he. “I would 
vote for him, if nominated, but it would 
be a most unpleasant duty. Cleveland {s 
the man. Still I must acknowledge that 
I entertain some doubts of the advisabil- 
ity of his nomination. Mr. Cleveland him- 
self feels that the party is so badly divid- 
ed that it might be better to nominate 
a strong man outside of New York. But 
the most difficult problem to solve is the 
selection of that man. The situation at 
present does not present a name.” 

There are thousands of Cleveland men 
ali over this country who feel just this 
way. Few, indeed, are the democrats 
who believe Mr. Cleveland could be elect- 
ed if nominated. Yet, the average Cleve- 
land man entertains such feelings of hos- 
tility toward Mr. Hill that they would 
prefer to see the party go down in defeat 
with Mr. Cleveland its standard bearer 
than to victory with Mr. Hill, or any’ 
man whom Mr. Hill would so favor 8s 
to attempt to throw New York’s vote to.’ 

Hill is not out of the situation by any 
means. He is a man of wonderful’ 
resources, active, energetic and quick to 
seize a favorable situation. If nominated 
he would be elected. " 

The talk About Gorman. 

But it is absurd to say that Hill is 
the only democrat who can be elected. 
There are at least a half dozen of them. 
Should Arthur P. Gorman, of Maryland, 
be nominated, he would carry the country 
against any living republican by the 
largest majority ever rolled up in a presi- 
dential contest since there were such. 
Gorman is a man who would poll the vote 
of every democrat in every state. In no 
state is he so popular as in New York 
and he would earry that by a majority 
equal to that of Roswell P. Flower last 
year. Again, he is a man after the west- 
erner’s heart and if it be possible for any 
democrat to carry both Indiana and Iowa 
he would do that. With Boles on the 
ticket with him lowa would be safe, or 
with Gray, Indiana would surely be dem- 
ocratic. 

Mr. Gorman has been in the service 
of the democratic party since his child- 
hood. At ten years of age he was a page 
in the senate. He remained there until 
too large for the duties.

Next he was speaker 
of the Maryland house of representatives; 
then a state senator from which he was 
elected to the. United States senate in 
which he has served since the 4th of 
March, 1881. 

The Great Victory of 1884. 

It was he who, as chairman of the na- 
tional democratic committee, elected Mr. . 
Cleveland president in 1884 and had his 
advice been taken Mr. Cleveland would 
have been president today. 

There are other men the democrats 
could elect, too. Flower, Whitney, Hol-. 
manor Boies would be a strong man at 
the head of a ticket. 

The Electoral College. 

Now let us see what states the democ- 
racy will have to carry to win. 

There are 444 14xvotes in the 
electoral college. Now as Michi- 
gan elects electors by district 
we will give ten of them to the 
republicans and four to the democrats.

The West Is All Alive for the Gal- 
lant Iowan. 


HIS FRIENOS WILL STICK TO HIM 


Until the Last Roll Ie Called—A Candidate 
Who Has Many Points of 
Availability. 


Des Moines, Ia., May 16.—The Iowa 
delegation to the national- democratic con- 
vention has engaged quarters at the 
Palmer house, Chicago, only a stone-throw 
from the mammoth wigwam, and a com- 
mittee will leave in a short time to open 
up permanent headquarters, and present to 
the democrats of the nation the claims of 
Governor Horace Boies for the presidency. 
The events of the past few days have ¢@on- 
vinced the democrats of Iowa that ex- 
President Cleveland will never receive the 
two-thirds vote necessary to his nomina- 
tion and estimates are already being made 


!-as to which candidate will fall heir to the 


largest number of Cleveland delegates 
when the inevitable break comes. The ac- 
tion of the South Carolina primaries, show- 
ing that Cleveland has failed to carry that 
state, has created considerable excitement 
here, and is accepted as an indication that 
Georgia and other powerful southern states 
will pursue the same programme, and thus 
be in a position to dictate the nomination 
at Chicago. 3 

Headquarters Established. 

The friends of Governor Boies have es- 
tablished a perfect bureau of information 
at the state capitol, and are receiving many 
telegrams daily from political centers 
throughout the union. The fact “that the 
Ohio delegates thus far selected are anti- 
Cleveland, thus indicating that the state 
will be for either Campbell or Hill, and 
the further fact that Speaker Crafts, of 
Illinois, the leading member of the Prairie 
State delegation, says that he and his 
friends will drop Cleveland and go solidly 
for General John M. Palmer after the first 
ballot, all goes to show that the popular 
query in the minds of the great party 
leaders just now will be “Who will receive 
the majority of the Cleveland vote after 
the ex-president drops out of the race : oy 

Who Wil! Be Presented. 

It is conceded that besides Senator David 
B. Hill. of New York, the following cand? 
dates will be presented by their state dele- 
gations: Governor Horace Boies, by Iowa; 
Senator Gorman, by Maryland; General 
Palmer, ‘by Illinois; ex-Governor Campbell, 
‘by Ohio; Senator Carlisle, by Kentucky, 
and ex-Governor Gray, by Indiana. - 

The Iowans believe. that on the_ first 
ballot following the retirement of Cleve 
land, Senator Hill and Governor Boies 
will be the leading candidates, with the 
others following about in the order named. 

The Iowa delegation, which does not con- 
tain @ single Cleveland man on the list, and 
which will vote steadily and solidly for 
Governor Boies until a nomination is 
reached, expects to be first on the ground 
at Chicago, and to present facts and 
figures to arriving delegations, showing how 
certain is. Governor Boies’s election if he be 
nominated. 

It is well known throughout the nation 
that President Garfield carried Iowa by 
about eighty thousand majority. Since that 
time the influences brought to bear upon 
politics and the people generally of our state 
have been twofold. The primary cause of 
the reduction of that celebrated majority 
was the enactment of our prohibitory law. 
This law had a tendency to weaken parti- 
sanship among republieans to such an ex- 
tent that year after year their majorities 
dwindled down until the chances for carry- 
ing the state by the democrats had become 
hopeful. Waking, as if from a slumber,

The gains again 
came largely from the agricultural districts, 
and were largely due to tariff discussions, 
and the antagonism presented against the 
governor on account of his celebrated “New 
York Corn Speech.” Not alone was Horace 
Boies elected governor, but the entire state 
ticket was elected by handsome majoritics. 

Only this week have the democrats held 
one of the most enthusiastic and largest con- 
ventions ever held. The enthusiasm was 


without bounds and the endorsement of onr 


chief executive for president was so unani- 
mous that friction, if any might have ex- 
isted, could not be discerned.

Calm consideration retorts an unmistak- 


able “no.” The great northwest has within 


its confines a half dozen states that show 
symptoms of democratic victory this year. 
It has men that equal any in statesmanship 
and political wisdom. Iowa has asserted 
herself,. and with a solid delegation for 
Boies, 2,000 strong, will present her claims 
at Chicago in June. 
The Great Man He Is. 

He who has followed Governor Boies’s 
administration of public duties cannot help 
but have drawn the conclusion that he 
stands as near the people of this nation, in 
a presidential contest, for victory, as does 
any man. As certain as he is nominated, 
he will carry Iowa for the fourth time, and 
with Iowa, hang in the balance a half dozen 
of her bordering sisters, which no sanguine 
republican feels sure of carrying, and which 
will follow in the democratic column—Tli- 
tiois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Nebraska,North 
and South Dakota, all of which are ex: 
tremely doubtful from a republican stand: 
point of view. A western man can carry 
the presidential electors, possibly, without 


any of the eastern pivotal states. And what 


right would those states have in not being 
loyal to a western candidate? They would 
not assert any. Be it as it may, it is alto- 
gether likely that a western man,who stands 
aloof from the disagreeable turmoil exhibit- 
ed in New York, will get more votes than 
those candidates who are under the influ 
ence of factional strife.

The Story She’Told. 

According to her evidence the three men 
came to the house Saturday night while 
Mr. Bryant was absent attending the Ma- 
sonic lodge, some distance from the house. 
In her room were Mrs. Bryant and two 
small children, who were asleep. The negro 
girl says the men rapped on her window 
and she responded. At their request she 
opened the door to her room and let them 
in, and then they passed through into the 
room occupied by Mrs: Bryant and the chil- 
dren. Slowly’ they approached the sleeping 
woman and dealt her several heavy blows 
across her head, at first arousing her, and 
then rendering her unconscious. After ac- 
complishing their fiendish design the black 
brutes started to leave the room, not, how- 
ever, until Mrs. Bryant had regained con- 
sciousness ang given the alarm. 

The Alarm Answered. 


The family living in the adjoining house 


heard her screaming and ran in to see what | 


was the matter, but they were too late to 
see the escaping Villains. All day yesterday 
a large posse kept up the hunt for the ne 
groes, but no clue could be found until the 
negro girl confessed, and gave the names of 
Will Carter, Jim and Berry Roden as the 
guilty parties.

The posse started immediately in search 
of the three, whom they found at a negro 
house a half mile away, but the evidence 
of the girl was not considered suflicient 
without some corroboration, which fact 
alone gave them a few hours more to live. 
They were taken tc the Childersburg jail 
and there confined, with a strong guard to 
watch over them until this morning, when 
they were taken before Mrs. Bryant to 
give her a chance to identify them if she 


could. 
Swung to Dearth. 

She. recognized the Carter negro, but did 
not know the others, as she did not see them 
while in her room Saturday night. As soon 
as Mrs. Bryant identified Carter, the three 
negroes were rushed off to a railroad 
bridge near by and swung to one of the 
timbers. While dangling in the air their 
bodies were riddled with bullets, as a warn- 
to all who dare te attempt the ruin of 
woman. The coroner was sent for and held 


an inguest over the dead bodies. The jury. 


returned a verdict to the effect that the de- 
ceased met their death by hanging, execu- 
tioners unknOwn. As soon as the negroes 
were dead, the crowd dispersed and every- 
thing returned to its usual quiet about the 
peaceful little town of Childersburg.

Eaton- 
ville, a small town near here, has a colored 
postmaster, who .had .employed Green as 
clerk, and today he came ‘te town and swore 
out a warrant against Green for robbing the 
mails. Deputy City Sheriff Plunkett arrested 
Green afid was taking him to jail, when the 
prisoner escaped. Policeman Carter secured 
a horse and started in pursuit. He overtook 
the fugitive on the edge of the swamp, where 
he dismounted. Green began shooting and 
Carter returned the fire. Both h soon 
ee geegy their pistols at long range, and stop- 
ped to reload. Meanwhile they improved the 
opportunity offered by threatening to kill 
each other. Firing +9 again, and one of 
Carter’s bullets stru the top of Green’s 
head almost in the center, ranging downward 
and came out of the back of the head.

It was with the certainty that the crowd 
who went to the meeting to break up the 
compromise, would vote against me that [ 
consented in the interest of the compromise 
to allow myself nominated for chairman, hop- 
“> een. to add strength to the fusion 

cket. 

It was unfortunate that the executive com- 
mittee, with the knowledge that there was op- 
position, embodied in their resolution that the 
mass meeting was called ‘‘for the purpose of 
selecting delegates to the stafe convention,” 
instead of saying for ratifying the compro- 


mise. 

I believe the mass meeting had the right to 
ratify or reject the compromise, but when the 
compromise was rejected a primary elec- 
tion, such as we had sought at the hands of 


the county executive committee, should have : 


been ordered for today or tumorrow. I do 
not say that the mass meeting was bound to 
that course, the people are sovereign; they 
repudiated the compromise; they under the 
governing hand of a democrat of fine char- 
acter and splendid ability, who says he is 
neither for Cleveland or Hill, ran away with 
the. subject, but they acted notwithstanding 
all I did do and all I could do to prevent it.

A Word to the Delegates. 

Many, if not most, of the delegates to 
the state convention, which meets here 
tomorrow, will arrive today. 

A word to them by way of advice: 

They come here to conserve, above all 
things, the interest of the democratic 
party above that of any man or set of 
men. 

All conservative democrats recognize 
the fact that Georgia should send an 
untrammeled and uninstructed delegation 
to the national convention, composed of 
men who are free to act as they think 
best for the welfare of the party, after 
they have viewed the situation as pre 
sented at Chicago. 

All delegates to the state convention 
should hold themselves in readiness to 
act primarily for the party’s good. If they 
come here intent upon the nomination of 
Mr. Cleveland above all things, and bent 
upon spending their energies in that 
direction, and in refusing to allow the 
delegation elected to the Chicago conven- 
tio the free exercise of its judgment 
after they arrive at the national conven- 
tion, the place for them is at the head- 
quarters established for such a purpose. 

But if, on the other hand, the delegates 
to the state convention are gathered here 
for the purpose of conserving only the 
party’s good, they should avoid putting 
themselves in a position, by committing 
themselves unequivocally to any man, 
where they cannot act as circumstances 
may direct. 

If the “Cleveland or bust” element 
really believed that they could organize 
the state convention, they would be bent 
upon sending an instructed delegation in 
accord wiit® thdir views. They have 
rarely failed to do so where they had 
the power, and they would not hesitate 
to do so in Georgia if they could. 


Cleveland in North Carolina. 

The Constitution has referred fre- 
quently to the condition of affairs in 
North Carolina—to the danger of demo- 
cratic defeat in that state in the event of 
the nomination of Mr. Cleveland. To the 
credit of the Cleveland editors of North 
Carolina it should be said that they have 
not attempted to disguise the facts of the 
situation, or to cover it up with silly hur- 
rahing. They recognize the danger, ad- 
mit it frankly and discuss it plainly. Their 
course is to be commended to those south- 
ern editors who utterly refuse to recog- 
nize the danger of division that exists in 
the south, and who would rather smash 
the party than to surrender their personal 
preferences for Cleveland. 

The democrats of North Carolina will 
hold their convention on the 18th, and in 
view of that fact The News and Observer, 
ene of the leading newspapers of the 
state, is discussing the political situation 
seriously and yet temperately. The editor, 
we believe, would prefer Cleveland to 
any other candidate, but his preference 
by no means blinds him to the attitude 
of large numbers of the democrats of 
North Carolina, 

Alluding to the rumor that Mr. Cleve- 
land has had under advisement the pro- 
priety of withdrawing from the contest, 
the editor of The News and Observer says: 
“‘Waether he can carry the states to the 
south of us, we have no judgment; but 
we do not wink that he will receive the 
electoral vote of North Carolina, unless 
some very great changes, now not expect- 
ed, take place. With the electoral ticket 
doomed to defeat from the inception of 
the campaign, the canvass here would be 
helf-hearted and, unless there shall be 
cordial co-operation among the factions in 
this state, the state ticket would probably 
share the fate of the electoral ticket.” 

Now this is the deliberate judgment 
of an editor who, though a Cleveland 
man, is-sane on the subject of Mr. Cleve- 
land®s nomination. He sees very clearly 
that the electoral vote of his own state 
would be lost to the democratic party, 
and he is afraid that the state ticket 
would be involved in the general collapse. 
But this is not all. The Cleveland contro- 
versy has been carried to such an extent— 
so many unjust and unwise attacks have 
been made on the alliancemen because 
they have views of their own—that the 
editor of The News and Observer is not

While the Cleveland men are letting 

fly their shouts and their hurrahs, we 
should like to see their enthusiasm spiced 
with a little candor. Why do they not 
tell us the truth—that they do not care 
for party success if they can secure the 
nomination. They owe that much to the 
ignoramuses who yell when they yell. 
The Constitution is not afraid to accom- 
pany them on this Cleveland expedition. 
We have been in the ditch with them 
before, so to speak. But they should be 
candid. They will be more highly thought 
of after the collapse if they inform the 
public that a collapse is what they are 
going in for.

Georgia’s Convention. 

The democratic convention which meets 
in this city tomorrow will be one of the 
most important that has ever assembled 
in this state. All the circumstances and 
conditions conspire to make it so, Its 
responsibilities will be larger and heavier 
than those which usually belong to a 
body chosen to select delegates to a 
national comvention. These responsibili- 
ties grow naturally out of the situation. 
It would probably be going too far to say 
that the democratic party in the south 
and in the west is confronted by a 
crisis, but those who are familiar with the 
symptoms of political uneasiness and 
restlessness know that the situation is 
critical. 

It is to the southern situation particu- 
larly that we would direct the thought- 
ful attention of the members of the con- 
vention. In this section, for the first 
time in thirty years, there are unmistaka- 
ble symptoms of party division and dis- 
organization in the south. These symp- 
toms are more aggressive in some states 
than in others, but they are to be found 
throughout the whole agricultural region. 
They find their most serious development 
in North Carolina, where the leading dem- 
ocratic editor declares that the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland will precipitate a 
revolution that will certainly defeat the 
electoral ticket, and make the state elec- 
tion doubtful. 

Georgia occupies a commanding posi- 
tion in the democratic south. Here, in 
the midst of bayonet rule, the signals 
were given for the renewal and revival 
of democracy which spread from state to 
state until the whole south was redeemed. 
Since that memorable hour, Georgia has 
continued to be the focal point of south- 
ern democracy, and to her leaders the 
democrats of other states have looked 
for advice and for guidance. By prudence 
and conservatism—by living squarely up 
to her motto of “Wisdom, Justice and 
Moderation’’—she has maintained her 
position as the foremost democratic state 
of the south. 

This position has.been won for Georgia 
not alone by the brilliant intellects of 
her political leaders, but by the watch- 
ful conservatism of the rank and file of 
the party. It can be maintained only by 
the continued exercise of the qualities 
by which it was won. 

It will not be denied by any democrat 
who comes to the convention—in’ the 
proper frame of mind—that the situation 
is full of danger. In many states of the 
south, the farmers are simply biding their 
time—waiting to see what the Chicago 
convention proposes to do. This is the 
situation in Virginia, in North Carolina, 
and in South Carolina. It is, to some 
extent, the situation in Georgia. There 
are many good and substantial reasons 
why it should not be so, but the wise 
min never refuses to recognize a fact 
simply because it seems to lack a reason- 
able basis. That there is any serious 
danger of democratic defeat in Georgia 
we do not believe, but the harmony of 
the party is threatened. There is more 
serious danger at points where the party 
is weakest—in districts where division 
will practically destroy the party organi- 
zation. 


The action of the convention which 


assembles tomorrow will either give an 
impetus to the movement of the farmers 
away from the party, or it will put an end 
to it so far as. Georgia is concerned. 
This is one of the responsibilities which 
rests on the shoulders of these representa- 
tives of the state democracy. They can 
destroy the third party movement in 
Georgia, or they can furnish its eager 
leaders with the arguments they are walt- 
ing for. 

So much for the party at home. With 
respect to the democracy in other states, 
the Georgia convention has responsibili- 
ties no less important and no less bind- 
ing. The outlook is not the happiest in 
the world. The fight made on the party 
organization in New York by a desperate 
and an irresponsible faction, claiming to 
represent Mr. Cleveland, has sown the 
seeds of discord which may cost the party 
the presidency, The personal preference 
of every democrat should be measured 
by the success of the party. We think 
that no democrat—assuredly no demo- 
crat acting in a representative capacity— 
can afford to have a personal preference 
which he regards-as of more importance 
than the success of the party. The Con- 
stitution places party success above the 
claims of any and all candidates. It has 
refused to advocate Mr. Cleveland solely 


\ because his claims have been disregarded

and ignored by his party in his own state. 
The bolting movement has merely em-. 


facts, but the 
Georgia, in convention assembled, owds it 
to itself, and to.the party in the nation, 
to take account of them. After the nomi- 
nation comes the election, and it is this 
latter event that is big with the fate 
of the party. To this, then, let the dem- 
ocrats of Georgia look. Let them place 
their state on record as standing for the 
success of the party, and not for the 
claims of any man, Let them temper their 
deliberations by, the reflection that the 
whoop and hurrah of a convention is of 
an hour’s duration, brief, fleeting and 
illusory; that the party with its princi- 
ples and issues (save those of monetary 
importance) was here before any of its 
possible candidates were thought of; and 
that it will be: here long ‘after they are 
forgotten. 

These are sobering reflections. They are 
a part of the wisdom, justice and moder- 
ation for which the Georgia democracy 
stands. Let the state convention, repre- 
senting the conservatism which has made 
the party powerful and successful, place 
the success of the organization above the 
claims of any man, and send a delegation 
to Chicago free to make the most of a 
doubtful and perplexing situation.

The invariable custom of the democrats 
of Fulton has been to elect an executive 
committee every two years, and on the day 
when delegates to the gubernatorial conven- 
tion were chosen, 

A formal call for a mass meeting was 
made and the people given due notice that 
the delegates and the executive committee 
would be elected, and the members of the 
committee were elected. not appointed. 
Each ward of the city has usually been al- 
lowed to name the .man they wished to 
represent them. 

After the committee was chosen, the 
chairman of the retiring committee called 
the new one together and formally retired, 

That’s the way it has regularly been done 
in this county for years and years. 

But this year there was a break. A mass 
meeting was called tu choose delegates to a 
state convention, which was to name the 
representatives of Georgia democracy at 
the Chicago conventicnu. The meeting was 
called for this purpose and no other. Noth- 


| ing at all was said of choosing a new exec- 


utive committee, an‘l no notice was given 
that such action would be taken.

That 
both committees will hold meetings is al- 
most certain.

Chairman Brown Talks. 

Mr. Waiter R. Brown is chairman of the 
old committee. 

Last night he was asked about the situa- 
tion by The Constitution. 

“The committee appointed by Mr. Cox,” 
said he, “is composed of good men, and I 
haven't the slightest doubt about his hon- 
esty and fairness. Still the fact remains 
that the appointment was made contrary to 
all custom. Fulton county has always 
elected its executive committee at a mass 
meeting called for the double object of doing 
that and choosing gubernatorial delegates. 
The old committee hasn’t served out the 
time always given it in the past, and thus 
things are considerably mixed.” 

Mr. Brown was non-committal when ask- 
ed if he would go ahead and call the old 
committee together as if no other had been 
appointed. 

Others of the committee No. 1 speak 
more strongly and declare that it will meet 
and provide for electing delegates to the 
gubernatorial convention as usual. 

The question is causing a great deal of

Taken to the United States Court-—-A 
Supersedeas Asked For. 


THE ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OPINION 


Is That the Central Is Not Exempt by 
Charter from City and County Taxa- 
tion—Wimbish in Washington. 


The attorney general has given an opinion 
to the effect that the Central railroad is 
bound under its charter to pay county and 
municipal taxes. 

The property in question is the line from 
Macon to Savannah, which the railroad con- 
tended was exempt by charter from the pay- 
ment of any but a state tax of one-half of 
1 per cent of its net income. Comptroller 
General Wright, soon after the supreme 
court sustained the Glenn county tax Dill, 
called upon Attorney General Little to ad- 
vise him whether, under that decision, the 
Central road was taxable by cities and 
counties. The opinion was given yesterday 
afternoon, and was clear and emphatic in 
its declaratio&® that the road is subject to 
county and municipal taxation. The at- 
torney general takes as a text the decision 
of the case of the ordinary of Bibb county 
against the Central Railroad and Banking 
Company. In the decision, found in the 
forticth Georgia report, Chief Justice 
Joseph E. Brown quotes the following from 
ths charter of the Central railroad: 

“That the said railroad and the, appurten- 
ances of the same shall not be subject to 


be taxed higher than one-half of 1 per cent, 


upon the annual net income, and no munici- 
pal or other corporation shall have power to 
tax the stock of said company, but may tax 
any property, real or personal, of said com- 
pany within the jurisdiction of said corpora- 
tion in the ratio of taxation of like prop- 


erty.” 

Justices Brown and McKay agreed in the 
opinion that under this clause counties and 
cities could tax the Ocntral road, though 
Justice Warner dissented. 

The attorney general, taking this as a 
text, gives an elaborate opinion, citing nu- 
merous authorities and arguing the question 
at length. 

To the United States Court. 


Comptroller General Wright was inform- 
ed yesterday by Hon. . Wimbish that 
he would file a writ of error in the United 
States supreme court as soon as he could 
get to Washington, and would apply for a 
supersedeas to stay the collection. of tax 
from the Columbus Southern under the 
Henn county tax bill. The thiry days’ no- 
tice given by the comptroller general to rail- 
roads will expire Saturday, and unless the 
United States supreme court grants the su- 
tear by that time, Comptroller General 
Vright will proceed to issue executions. 

The Ryan Case. 


The Ryan case dragged its tedious length 
before the auditor yesterday. The receiver 
was examined by counsel at length with 
reference to the manner of identifying goods 
sold Mr. Ryan by certain firms. 

Other witnesses testified to the saic of 
goods at low prices. Mr. J. M. Friend said 
he bought a suit of clothes at $6.50, which 
he took to the manufacturer, Seasongood & 
Co., of Cincinnati, and found the wholesale 
price was $11. He said other suits that cost 
no more than $2.50 were sold for $6.50, all 
kinds being mixed, on the Ryan counter. 

Mr. Morris, of the Keely Company, testi- 
fied that they bought a number of pieces of 
henriettas at 50 cents, which cost 67 1-2 to 
68 1-2 in New York. |

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The Casé Against Porter Stocks Not 
Yet Decided. 
THE CHARGE OF THE COURT TODAY: 


Argumentse/Yesterday by Colonel Reuben 
Arnold, Sr., John T, Glenn, and So- 
licitor General Hill. 


Yesterday began the second week of the 
trial of Porter Stocks, charged with the 
murder of Alpheus Cassin. 

It was universally expected that a ver- 
dict would be reached: before night, but 
the speeches yesterday were of such-length 
that it was 8 o'clock before the solicitor 
completed his’ argument for the prosecu- 
tion. : Y 

Judge Clark then announced to the jury 
that on account of the lateness of the hour 
and their apparent weariness, he would 
not deliver his charge until this morning. 

And Porter Stocks was escorted back to 
jail to spend another sleepiess night of anx- 


iety. : 
The Day’s Work. 

Long before’9 o’clock yesterday the court- 
room was crowded with eager spectators, 
anxious to witness the final scenes and to 
hear the closing arguments of counsel in 
the trial of Porter Stocks. The first half- 
hour was occupied by Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke in organizing panels for the civil 
branch of the court, after which he va- 


cated the chair for his honor, Judge Rich-. 


ard Clark, 

Promptly at 9:30 o'clock the venerable 
judge entered the left door of the court- 
room and ascended the steps leading up to 
the seat of judgment. 

“Order in court, gentlemen,” came the 
authoritative words of the sheriff, and im- 
mediately an expectant silence gathered 
over the immense crowd. 

“Gentlemen,” asked the judge, “is there 
any reason why the jury should not enter 
the box?” 

“None, your honor, for the state,” re- 
plied the solicitor. 

“None for the defense,” was the reply 
of Colonel Glenn, the leading attorney for 
Porter Stocks. 

“Then bring the jury, in, Mr. Sheriff.’’ 

Thereupon the twelve jurors, who for 
more than a week have been impersonating 
the attributes of justice and who looked 
none the better for their service in the 
cause of the blind deity, filed into the court- 
room and took their seats in the jury box. 

The prisoner, attired in the same suit of 
black that he kas worn throughout the 
trial, and with his hair neatly combed, en- 
tered with one of the bailiffs and took his 
seat between his attorneys. He appeared 
slig tly improved from his Sabbath rest, 
and, under the circumstances, was remark- 
ably cool and self-complacent. The rel- 
atives and friends of both parties were 
present as usual in the close neighborhood 
of the lawyers. 

There remained to be made three speeches 
—two for the defense by Colonel Arnold 
and Colonel John T. Glenn, and the clos- 
ing argument by the state’s solicitor. 

“Proceed for the defense,’”’ was heard in 
the mild judicial tones of the bench, and 
immediately Colonel Arnold, whose turn 
came next in the order of argument, rose 
and addressed the court. His speech 
which was delivered under physical dis- 
ability, occupied the entire morning ses- 
sion and was listened to with unwavering 
attention by the jury. It was replete with 
sound logic, and frequently glowed with a 
fervid and impressive eloquence. It was 
a masterly defense of his client, and pro- 
duced a visible impression upon the jury, 
Colonel Arnold sat down at 12:15 o'dlock: 
at- which time the court adjourned until 
after dinner. 

The Court Reassembles. 

Colonel Glenn, on the reassembling of 
the court at 2 o'clock, began the closing 
argument for the defense and spoke for 
nearly three hours. It was an earnest, 
able and exhaustive appeal in behalf of 
Stocks and reviewed the entire case, bring- 
ing out every feature of the evidence that 
was calculated to give a favorable aspect 
to the tragedy. He concluded his argu- 
ment at exactly ten minutes before 5 
o'clock. 

Solicitor General Hill. 

Solicitor Hill, after a recess of ten min- 
utes began the final argument for the 
prosecution. The audience in the court- 
room, when the solicitor arose, completely 
blockaded the doors, and occupied every 
available inch of space, filling the windows 
on either side, and perched upon the rail- 
ing that enclosed the bar of the court. 
There were, perhaps, as many as thirty- 
five or forty ladies present during the af- 
ternoon session. 

The speech of Mr. Hill was a notable 
effort. With characteristic humor and a 
burning eloquence that caught its inspira- 
tion from the listening ows of spectators, 
he proceeded to assault the castle of the 
defense. Now and then a hearty laugh 
would follow an unexpected sally or a hu- 
morous construction, and then again an un- 
broken silence would pervade the immense 
gathering, as the voice of the solicitor 
rose in bitter denunciation of the prisoner, 
or softened in pathetic allusion to his vic- 


m. 
It was 8 o’clock when the solicitor re- 
sumed his seat, and yet the audience was 
not diminished by a single departure, either 
before or after the conclusion. When the 
last words were spoken the eyes of the 
crowd were turned upon the judge, and the 
audience was ready for the charge. 

The charge, however, was not delivered. 

For the judge, surveying the crowd and 
looking compassionately upon the jury, de- 
cided to postpone it for a few honrs. 

“Gentlemen of the jury,’”’ observed the 
court, “I know you are weary with your 
long and patient hearing of the arguments, 
and I do not think it proper to tax your 
minds tonight with the law of the case. I 
shall, therefore, permit you to retire, with 
the understanding that the case is not to 
be discussed among you, and no opinions 
uttered in each other's presence until the 
law is given you from the bench. I will 
deliver my charge to you tomorrow.”’ 

The charge of the court will, therefore, 
e delivered this morning, and the fate of 
*orter’ Stocks will rest with a jury of his 
impartial countrymen. 

A verdict will probably be reached by 
12 o’clock today.
